Mr, Hine was graduated from the 
College of Idaho in 1928 and imme- 
diately afterwards came to Anatolia 
College as teacher of Physics, Chemis- 
try, and Mathematics. ‘Traveling in 
IEurupe during the sunmer of 1930, he 
became ill in Munich, was later taken 
to Paris for treatment and died there 
on September 28th, 

Mr. Hine won the respect and af- 
fection of both students and fellow 
teachers by lis friendliness, his sincer- 
itv, and his devotion to duty. Beneath 
a modest and unassuming exterior dwelt 
an unforgettable warmth of heart and 
quiet Christian manliness.
